FOR U.S. ON MAY 1 AND RETURN ON MAY 22. DURING THE TRIP 
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THEY WOULD LIKE TO COVER A CROSS-SECTION OF U.S. VISITING 
AGRICULTURAL EXPERIMENT STATIONS AS WELL AS REPRESENTATIVE 
COMPANIES IN VARIOUS AREAS IN THE U.S. CONDUCTING 
RESEARCH IN VARIETY TESTING OF FIELD CROPS. VEGETABLES, 

FRUITS AND TABLE GRAPES.

5. REALIZE ABOVE LIST IS QUOTE RICH AND QUESTION MAY 
ARISE WHETHER SUCH A PROGRAM INCORPORATING MUCH OF THE 
ABOVE COULD BE COMPLETED BEFORE THE MAY 2 DEPARTURE OF 
TEAM. IT SHOULD BE ADDED THAT ASTA MAY HAVE SOME ADDITIONAL 
IDEAS OF ITS OWN WHICH MAY CARRY THE TEAM IN OTHER AREAS. 
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NEVERTHELESS WE WOULD LIKE TO EMPHASIZE THAT THE KAPAS 
TEAM TRIP IS AN EXTREMELY IMPORTANT UNDERTAKING NOT ONLY 
FOR HUNGARY PER SE BUT IT MAY HAVE A MAJOR BENEFICIAL 
IMPACT ON OUR SEED TRADE TO HUNGARY, TOO. IF IT IS AT 
ALL POSSIBLE WE WOULD GREATLY APPRECIATE ASTA’S EFFORT 
IF HUNGARIAN WISHES COULD BE ACCOMMODATED ALONG ABOVE 
LINES IN TIME BEFORE THEIR DEPARTURE. AN 
ALTERNATIVE DATE OF DEPARTURE FOR THREE WEEKS VISIT OF 
MAY 9 ALSO DISCUSSED BUT CLEARLY HUNGARIANS BECAUSE OF 
OTHER COMMITMENTS WOULD PREFER MAY 1 DEPARTURE. 

6. PLEASE REPLY DIRECTLY TO BUDAPEST WITH COPY TO 
VIENNA SOONEST WHETHER ASTA CAN DEVELOP SUCH PROGRAM 
IN TIME ON SUCH SHORT NOTICE. IF NOT THIS TIME AN 
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ALTERNATIVE TRIP COULD BE SCHEDULED ONLY FOR NEXTSPRING.
